We have an encyclical 
by Pope Pius X exhorting men to 
be charitable--and generous toward 
their less fortunate brethren. Un- 
ary! apes this is excellent advice. 

ut it provides no solution. _ Like all 
other advice of that sort it is patch- 
work, hoping for better days to come. 
No real effort is made to advance that 
better day. 

Disquieted and worried like mil- 
lions of other human beings I go to 
hear theologians of authority, now 
and then. I frequent the gatherings 
of socialists and internationalists ; 
read what the fascists advance in the 
line of new theories; I- question fi- 
nanciers and economists; I listen to 
moderates, the small capitalist and 
the country farmer and [ find little 
consolation anywhere. Nobody seems 
to have a plan, nobody seems to know 
the way out of the present difficulty. 

Last Sunday I attended a Protes- 
tant church service at which a prom- 
inent English divine held forth, as 
per announcement, on the problems of 
our time. The man had chosen for 
text the words of Jesus Christ: “My 
kingdom is not of this earth.” The 
preacher declared that since Jesus 
had placed His kingdom in heaven, 
there was not much use hoping for 
a betterment of conditions down here. 
Here on this earth there would al- 
ways be war and strife and greed and 
poverty and ill-will, Some day, how- 
ever, we would march through the 
pearly gates and all woukd be well. 

In the church the congregation has 
no right of response. Perhaps it is 
better so. There must be some sort 
of order and decorum, But had there 
been such a privilege, I would cer- 
tainly have availed myself of the op- 
pre to contradict that preacher.

I want 
happiness here in this time for my 
fellow human beings. I don’t care 
if this is called foolish Utopianism 
or what. 

Some of those preachers take a text 
from the Bible, which is originally 
written in Greek, and they give it a 
meaning diametrically opposed to that 
of the original, What Jesus said 
was this: “My kingdom is not like 
the kingdoms of this earth.

Number Will Be Doubled by 
First of Year, President 
Declares.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—(?)— 
President Hoover estimated today that 
50,000 men are now. directly and in- 
directly employed on the public build- 
ings program and that the number 
will be doubled by January 1. 

In a formal statement, the chief 
executive said a total of 817 projects 
have so far been specifically author- 
ized and that 222 firms of architects 
are engaged in plans and supervision. 


Tracing thé progress of the pro- 


p 
gram, Mr. Hoover said that 131 build- 


ings have been completed at'a cost 
of $41,934,569, with 16 finished dur- 
ing September and October. 

At the first of November, the chief 
executive said, there were 270 build- 
ings in construction at an estimated 
cost of $229,772,700. Forty-one con- 
tracts were let during September and 
October with a total value in excess 
of $48,000,000. ‘ 

“There are 64 projects in which 
sites have been arranged, drawings are 
completed, for which construction con- 
tracts have been invited, at a total 
estimated cost of $19,970,500,” Mr. 
Hoover said. 

“There are 240 projects in which 
sites have been selected and on which 
plans are now under way, of a total 
estimated cost of $141,947,923. 

“At the first of this month there 

were 100 projects in which the sites 
have been determined upon and are in 
process of being acquired,” the presi- 
dent continued. “The estimated cost 
of the buildings thereon is $31,133,- 
500. 
“There are 12 projects held for 
sons with a total estimated cost cf 
$3,145,000. 
“It is estimated that the number 
of men now directly and _ indirect- 
ly employed on this program is 
50,000. _It is estimated by the treas- 
ury department that the number that 
will be directly and indirectly employ- 
ed on January 1 is 100,000.”

‘I am the only citizen of Athens who has not received a 
letter from New Orleans.” 6 


Bill White was comforted with the assurance that 
the morrow’s sun would not set on him without a letter 
from the Crescent City. 


These letters are all very tart indeed, and | am sorry to re- : 


port that most.of them deal with betting. It seems that there 
are many wicked people in New Orleans who like to wager dol- 
lars ar greenbacks on the outcome of horse races, and so strong 
is the habit that they wish to wager on most anything that comes 


along. But especially do they wish to make an honest dime or 


so on the Tulane-Georgia game. 

Now I am aware of the fact that bright and early in 
the morning the Georgia football team is leaving for 
New York, where on Saturday afternoon at the Yankee 
Stadium, home of Babe Ruth and Company, they will 
lock horns, as the bucolic correspondents were wont to 
say, with the guaranteed-not-to-shrink Violets of New 
York University. , 

Hannibal is at the gates, so to speak. Yet the, Tulane-Geor- 
gia game is very much in the way here this afternoon. In fact, 
it is so much in the way that people are tripping over it. 


On entering the hotel lobby here tonight your cor- 
respondent tripped and did a lot of funny things stand- 
ing up. 

“Do not be alarmed,” said the manager, ‘‘you have just 
tripped over the Tulane-Georgia game. That thing isn’t due 
here until next week. Twice this afternoon I have had the porter 
take a broom and chase it out, but here it is again. It is all over 
Athens, that game. The traffic caps do not seem to be able 
to control it. I never saw anything like it.”’ 


Thereupon the manager called me into his office 
and showed me a desk that was heaped high with letters. 
All of them bore a New Orleans post-mark. Even as we 
eg a sweating postman came in with another sack- 
l. 
“This is my fifteenth trip today,’’ he said, ‘‘and another spe- 
cial train has just come in from New Orleans with eight solid 
cars of mail and 30 mail clerks at work in each one.”’ 


‘‘Read one,”’ said the manager. 


Whereupon your correspondent reached in a fist- 
ful of unmanicured fingers and took out one letter. It. 
was taken out rather gingerly. One never can tell about 
those letters from New Orleans. They may leap right 
out and bite one on the hand. They are very mean let- 
ters, the New Orleans letters, some of them are vicious. 
The letter was opened. . 

“You bum you,” was the way th® ietter began: This made 
your correspondent feel very badly indeed and quite uncom- 
fortable until it was realized that it was addressed to the man- 
ager of the hotel. The manager was quite cast déwn until as- 
sured that this was a very mild form of letter. Some of the New 
Orleans citizens must be getting sissy. 

‘‘We have $100 here or more,”’ said the letter, 
‘which we wish to bet with the citizens of Athens that 
the Tulane team will lick the guys that this bird Harry 
Mebhre is coaching. We will bet points or odds. We know 
that you are afraid of Tulane and will probably be afraid 
to bet, but we will appreciate it if you will pass the word 
out there for the boys to get together a hundred bucks.”’
